What  impresses  you  most? 

“People  who  never  give  up.  I  tend  to  look  for  the  positive  things. 
If  you  can  enjoy  life  or  your  job  70%  of  the  time,  you’re  in  front.” 

What  are  some  of  your  happiest  memories? 

“One  was  the  launch  of  Nine  to  Five  magazine,  people  said  I 
couldn’t  do  It. 

In  Sport.  I  once  scored  a  hat  trick  when  my  soccer  team  won 
the  cup  3  -  0.  Getting  my  golf  handicap  down  from  36  to  22. 
And  owning  a  Randwick  winner  named  Galactic  Warrior. 
I  remember  thinking  what  a  great  country  Australia  was,  when 
a  boy  from  the  East  of  London  could  be  in  the  winners  circle 
with  Tommy  Smith  at  one  of  the  worlds  greatest  race  courses. 


I  was  on  the  phone  for  months.  I  actually  put  people  into  jobs 
and  that’s  how  I  started  in  this  crazy  industry.” 

What  brought  you  to  Australia? 

‘Td  been  to  Australia  before,  but  after  we’d  established  Prime 
Recruitment  in  the  UK,  I  opened  Prime  in  Sydney  in  1979.  We 
now  have  offices  and  associates  throughout  Australia  and 
worldwide.  Then,  in  1988  I  founded  ‘9-5’  Magazine  on  a 
concept  blending  career  opportunities  with  lifestyles.  Everyone 
said  it  wouldn’t  work,  but  Rural  Press  and  Westpac  backed  us 
and  it  succeeded  so  well  we  sold  it  to  a  major  publishing  house 
after  ten  years. 

You’ve  seen  a  lot  of  changes  in  the  job  market  in 
twenty  years? 

The  most  recent  development  of  full  time  to  part  time 
employment  will  create  major  social  and  economic  problems  In 
the  coming  years,  the  short  term  loyalty  factors  and  technology 
created  face  to  face  communications  demise.” 


The  opportunities  in  Australia  are  wonderful,  a  lot  of  people 
knock  the  country  but  it’s  funny,  they  all  live  in  Australia.  We’ve 
got  to  get  out  of  this  (let’s  knock  ourselves)  and  get  into  a 
positive  syndrome.” 

How  do  you  use  Tattersalls? 

“I  entertain  at  the  club.  I  love  the  social  side.  I’m  a  very  average 
snooker  player.  Joe  Minici’s  handicap  committee  has  me  on  a 
70  handicap,  but  I  think  it  should  be  130!  I  love  to  relax,  have 
a  game  and  a  few  beers. 

tattersall’s  is  Sydney’s  top  club  it’s  one  of  the  last  icons.  We 
should  keep  the  exclusivity  that  is  part  of  its  personality.  It’s  a 
magnificent  establishment  that  is  under-utilised  and  I  think 
there  is  a  lot  we  can  do.  For  a  start.  I’d  like  to  see  more  cross 
fertilisation  between  the  different  groups  in  the  clubs,  with  a 
monthly  meeting  between  the  presidents  of  each  of  the  various 
activities.  If  we  bond  closer  together  promoting  the  club  as  a 
whole,  we  would  have  a  stronger  institution.” 


Prime  recruitment  is  now  one  of  Primes  divisions? 

“We’ve  diversified,  we  continue  recruiting  executives  but  also 
temporaries  and  casuals,  entertainment  for  corporate 
functions,  models  and  promotions,  hospitality  for  major  events 
and  we’ve  formed  a  VIP  security  company.  I  look  for  connected 
opportunities.
